On Monday, November 9, 2009 a Regular Meeting of the Illinois Gaming Board (“Board”) was 
held on the 3'^'* floor at 160 N. LaSalle, Chicago, Illinois. 

On Monday November 9, 2009 at approximately 9:30 a.m. the following Board Members were 
present: Chairman Jaffe, Members Charles Gardner, Eugene Winkler, Joseph Moore and Jim 
Sullivan. At 9:50 a.m. on Monday November 9, 2009, Member Gardner called the meeting to 
order. Pursuant to Section 2(c), paragraphs (1), (11), (14) and (21) of the Open Meetings Act 
and Section 6(d) of the Riverboat Gambling Act, Member Gardner moved that the Board retire 
to Closed Session to discuss the items listed under Closed Session on today’s agenda and 
relating to the following subject matters:

• MGM/Nevada Landing Partnership - Request to Issue a Subsidiary Guarantee 
Under a new Note Class 

Based on a review of staffs investigation and recommendation, pursuant to Section 
230(d) of the Board’s Adopted Rules, Member Moore moved to approve MGM’s 
request for Board approval of Nevada landing Partnership as a Subsidiary 
Guarantor of the principal amount of $475 Million of MGM’s 11,375% Senior 
Notes due 2018, which were sold by MGM in September, 2009 through private 
placement. Member Sullivan seconded the motion. The Board approved the motion 
unanimously by roll call vote. 
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• Harrah’s Metropolis - Thomas Weitnauer, V.P. Finance - Level One 

Based on staffs investigation and recommendation, Member Moore moved that the 

Board approve Thomas Weitnauer as an Occupational Licensee Level 1 in the 
position of Vice President of Finance at Harrah’s Metropolis Casino & Hotel in 
Metropolis, Illinois.

• Jacqueline Marbury-Bragg - Occupational Licensee 

Based on staffs investigation and reeommendation, Member Sullivan moved that 

the Board issue a Disciplinary Complaint against Jacqueline Marbury-Bragg, 
an occupational licensee, for her involvement in under-ringing sale items in 
the gift shop to a limited group of co-workers without authorization. 

Further, Member Sullivan moved that the Board revoke Jacqueline Marhury-Bragg’s 
occupational license. Said action to take effect twenty-one (21) days from the date of 
service of the complaint unless the licensee files an Answer within that time period. 

Member Winkler seconded the motion. The Board approved the motion unanimously by 
roll call vote. 

ITEM FOR INITIAL CONSIDERATION - 


• Mississippi Stud - 

John Hemburger addressed the Board and initiated the presentation for the details of the 
game Mississippi Stud. A brief video was played to explain the game and its contents. 
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Member Gardner questioned what the history of this game is. Mr. Hemburger stated that it was 
similar to the game “Let it Ride”. There are seventy to seventy-five installs across America, all 
the major markets have the game up and running, including Atlanta, Mississippi, Las Vegas, etc. 

Member Winkler asked if this authorization was just for the operation at Harrah’s Metropolis and 
Mr. Hemburger stated that their intention would be for it to be later played at all the casinos. 

Member Gardner asked how many decks are in play and Mr. Hemburger stated that it was a 
single deck game with a deck shuffler. 

The Chairman asked what the odds were and Mr. Hemburger stated 500-1. 

Member Gardner asked what the house advantage was and Mr. Hemburger explained that it was 
1.58%.

All Members voted in favor of adjournment.
